was bom to be a dad!” For 
Patrick Swayze, that statement 
is both hopeful and wistful. 
Despite worldwide stardom and 
a rock-solid 32-year marriage, 
those words are an emotional 
reminder of the dream that 
has so far eluded the Dirty 
Dancing hunk and his wife, 
actress/dancer Lisa Niemi. But 
even though Patrick now finds himself 
in the fight of his life against pancreatic 
cancer, their hope of becoming parents 
may not be shattered, says a friend. 

In fact, the very thought of finally 
becoming a dad may inspire him as he 
faces off against the deadly disease! 

“Patrick and Lisa have been con¬ 
sidering adopting a child for a long 
time, and now the hope of making that 
dream come true could motivate him 
even further in his brave battle against 
cancer,” the friend tells Star. “There 
couldn’t be a more perfect gift of love 
to his wife than finally bringing a child 
into their family!” 

STAYING POSITIVE 

The aspiring parents have suffered 
tragic losses in the past. Lisa, 51, has 
miscarried twice — including once 
on Valentine’s Day in 1990, which 
“just broke their hearts,” Patrick’s

mom, Patsy, has revealed.

Shortly after, he began regular 
visits to California’s Stanford University 
Medical Center for radical chemotherapy 
treatment. Unfortunately, says the insider, 
the cancer has spread to other organs, and 
Patrick—who was put on a liquid diet— 
has lost more than 20 pounds. 

“According to the National Cancer 
Institute, more than 37,000 cases of pan¬ 
creatic cancer will be diagnosed this year 
-— more than 34,000 people will die,” 
Sridhar Mani, M.D., an oncologist and 
pancreatic specialist at New York City’s 
Montefiore Medical Center, tells Star. 

“If it is caught at an early stage, after 
surgery and chemotherapy patients can 
live up to five years and, in some cases, |>

up to eight years. However, in a vast 
majority of patients, the cancer spreads 
throughout the body — and the life ex¬ 
pectancy then is only six months.” 

In an emotional interview after the 
news of her son’s cancer broke, mom 
Patsy Swayze reached out to “people 
from all over America sending in their 
best wishes. My son is humbled by the 
outpouring of caring and love. 

“It breaks my heart to know he’s suffer¬ 
ing. But he bears it, and he’s determined 
to beat this. He’s hanging in there and 
getting the best treatment he can. 

“He’s got such a big heart. He’s been 
such a good and generous and thought¬ 
ful person.” 


SEEING THE LIGHT 

Patrick had experienced more than 
his share of personal heartache long 
before being diagnosed with cancer. 

His father, Jesse, an engineer who 
Patrick says “had that beautiful cowboy 
energy,” suffered a sudden and fatal 
heart attack in 1982 at age 57. Twelve 
years later, his 45-year-old sister Vicky, 
a manic depressive, committed suicide 
by overdosing on her medication. 

That loss increased Patrick’s already 
heavy drinking, which was caused by 
his difficulty in dealing with the pres¬ 
sures of Hollywood stardom. Finally, he 
checked into rehab at his wife’s urging. 
“Lisa saved my life,” says Patrick, “be¬ 
cause she stayed in there and helped me 
believe in myself.” 

Patrick was also on a path to find his 
spiritual identity. Raised as a Roman 
Catholic, he opened himself up through 
the years to a number of philosophies, 
including Baha’i, Native American spiri¬ 
tuality and Buddhism. And their teach¬ 
ings have helped Patrick cope with the 
untimely deaths of his father and sister. 
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THEHUNK&THECHUNK 

In 1990, during one of Saturday Night Live’s most hilarious sketches, Chris 
Farley threw his considerable weight around with Patrick as they competed 
for a coveted job as a Chippendales dancer. 


“Everything you love dies,” he says. 
“So how do you deal with that? The 
only way I’ve discovered is a Native 
American philosophy. You make a com¬ 
mitment to honor the spirit of the person
